Pension Withheld 


Veteran’s Family 
In Serious Need 


The funeral of an infant girl, born 
to a few brief hours of life at the 
Royal Alexandra hospital, was held 
from the undertaking parlors of Me- 
Coppen company yesterday afternoon, 
The mother of the child is in the hos- 
pital suffering from the ravages of 
aggravated pneumonia. The attack 
of pneumonia is ascribed to the fact 
that for two days during the reeent 
abnormally cold weather as she wait- 
ed expectant at her home, there was 
not a single piece of coal in the house. 
While she waited there, anxious to be 
called to the hospital at any moment, 
husband and wife sat in the cold, suf- 
fering from the weather and hunger. 

The husband is a respectable resi- 
dent of the city. His poverty and 
sorrowful position have been brought 
upon him by the fact that the govern- 
ment of Canada has failed to pay 
him three months back pension 
money. The man's name is John C. 
Lasseter, 11508 88th street, and he 
returned to Edmonton last spring after 
being wounded in the head while 
fighting overseas. Some time ago he 
wrote to Ottawa stating his position 
and the fact that money must come 
soon if he was to be saved from abso- 
lute destitution. No reply has been 
received. The three months’ pension 
due him is still unpaid. 

Mr. Lasseter feels especially bitter 
toward the government. “If my wife 
does not recover,” he said Thursday 
morning, “her death will be laid at 
the door of Ottawa's officials." The 
McCoppen company hearing of the re- 
turned soldier's plight conducted the 
funeral of the infant girl free of 
charge.

the total of the extra calls increases 
so the charge made decreases. 


\COAL SHORTAGE IN 
NEW YORK REACHES 
ALARMING STAGE 


New York, Jan, 31.—The coal 
shortage in New York city and 
state has now reached an alarm- 
ing stage, according to reports 
made today by various fuel ad- 
ininistrators. Factories, stores and 
public institutions in large num- 
bers have closed, it is reported, 


and unless relief comes soon 
ethers will be forced to shut 
down. The fuel supply in many 


hospitals in this city is reported 
to be low. 

Reports from up-state indicate 
that the situation is even worse 
than in New York city, one 
administrator describing it as 
“dreadful.” Much 6uffering has 
been reported in virtually every 
county in the state, 

To alleviate the suffering among 
the poor here the administrators 
have set aside 200 tons of coal 
daily to be distributed in small 
lots by red tickets only. Holders 
of these tickets are given priority 
over other orders by the dealers. 
In case the saler refuses to 
honor the red ticket, the holder is 
instructed to notify a policeman. 
Arrests and prompt prosecutions 
are promised by the administra- 
tors.

Ottawa, Jan, 31—The esiablishment 
of medical review boards under the 
Military Service Act is now virtually 
completed; and, in eagh military dis- 
trict, the boards are expected to be at 
work within a short time. Regulations 
governing the new boards have been 
drawn up. The principal are the fol- 
lowing: 

“Where any doubt arises as to the 
fitness for military service of any 
man on whose benalf exemption is 
claimed on the ground of ill-health or 
infirmity, the local or appeal tri- 
bunal before whom the claim is made, 
shall, if the man has already been 
examined by a military medical board, | 
if he has not been so ex-| 
amined, refer the case to the medical 
board of review for the military dis 
trict and the registrar may at any 
board the case of 
any man who has been exempted from 
military service on the ground of ill- 
health or infirmity. The decision of} 
such board shall, subject to appeal to 
the central appeal judge, be final and 
claim for exemption shall be 
granted or refused by any local or ap-| 
peal tribunal in accordance therewith.

Committce Has Not Yet Met, 


No meeting of the safety and health 
commitiee and the commissioners has 
yet been called to consider the 
pointment of chief from among the 
ranks of the employees of the depart- 
ment, and also to ascertain how far 
the city had been committed in regard 
to the appointment of Mr, Davidson, 
At the last meeting of the city coun- 
cil, when the matter was discussed, 
after the firemen had presented their 
petition asking for consideration of 
the question of an appointment from 
the ranks, it was agreed by resolu- 
tion of council that the matter should 
be referred to the safety and health 
committee and the commissioners for 
“a report on the points above men- 
tioned. 

On Thursday morning the city com- 
missioners had a consultation with the 
city solicitor, and it was decided that 
Mr. Davidson should be asked to take 
office at once. With that view his 
tentative appointment by the city com- 
missioners in December was confirm-

ed by the commissioners on Thursday 
morning, and a resolution to that ef- 
tect Was passed, 

No Entry In Minutes, 

Up to Thursday there was no entry 
in the minutes of the commissioners’ 
meetings to the effect that any ap- 
pointment had been made. 

It was decided by the city commis- 
sioners to post bulletins in the fire 
halls announcing that Mr. Davidson 
would take cherge and asking for the 
co-operation of the employees in the 
future working of the department. 

On Thursday morning also a letter 
was received by the city clerk from 
the firemen, asking the city council 
to observe the clause of the agreement 
made between the representatives of 
the city and the firemen, before the 
conciliation board, that seniority 
should be observed in all appointments 
made in respect to the department. 

Firemen Want Issue Decided, 

The firemen re making no threats 
but they state that the question of out- 
side appointments will now be carried 
to an issue, 

The letter received from the fire- 
men contains a resolution passed at 
a meeting of the firemen. In the re- 
solution the eity council ls asked that 
the terms of the agreement shall be 
adhered to and it goes on: 

“And that in particular in the mat- 
ter of the appointment of a fire chief 
we insist upon the due observance of 
the terms of the agreement premising 
that in all promotions due considera- 
tion will be given to the seniority of 
service, and for this reason we will 
refuse to accept the suggested ap- 
pointment of R. G. Davidson, or the 
appointment of any other person not 
in the service of the department and 
who therefore cannot be appointed 
consistent with the terms of the 
agreement,”

German air raids on Paris have been 


infrequent during the past year. Dur-| 
ing the first two years of the war Zep-| 


pelins were in the habit of bombing 
the French capital. but defensive 
measures proved too much for them. 

The last previous raid on Paris was 
made on the night of July 27, 1917. 
Two bombs were dropped without do- 
ing any damage. Before that tho last 
air rald alarm was given on the night 
of March 16-17, but the raiders did 
not reach the city, On January 29, 
1936, Paris was raided by Zeppelins 
for the last time, 24 persons being 
killed and 27 Injyred. r 

The official announcement follows: 

“First information indicates that 
four enemy squadrons crossed the 
lines north of Compeigne, proceeding 
toward Paris. Thanks to the extreme 
clearness of iu» atmosphere, the ma- 
| chines were able to remain-at a very 
high altitude. They approached from 
the north and northeast and threw 
projectiles over Paris suburbs. Then 
they flew over Paris, keeping for the 
most part to the right bank of the 
river, and dropped almost all their 
bombs in a few minutes, 

“Several bombs failed to explode, 
| but others found victims, chiefly wo- 
}men and children, Two hospitals 
| were struck. Several buildings were 
| burned and seriously damaged. 
| “Some 80 French airplanes went.up 

to meet the enemy as soon as the 
alarm was given. Several combats 
occurred to the north, in which one 
German machine was shot down. The 
aviators were made prisoners. One 
French machine, in attempting to 
make a landing on Paris, on account 
of motor trouble, fell. The pilot and 
gunner were wounded.”

Conservation or Cornering? 

The cost of living commissioner 
in his monthly statement for De- 
cember shows the amount of food- 
stuffs in storage in Canada. As 
between January Ist, 1918, and 
December Ist, 1917, the statement 
shows a falling off in most of the 


enumerated food-stuffs, with the 
notable exception of pork, bacon, 
ham, aud smoked meats, fish, and 
—curiously enough—poultry. This 
monthly variation may be due 
only to the come and go of trade, 
and is less reliable as a basis for 
judging the trend of the food- 
storage business than is the sue- 
ceeding statement comparing the 
food-stuffs in storage on January 
1st, 1918, and those in storage on 
January Ist, 1917. This  state- 
ment shows that every variety of 
food-stuffs enumerated was stored 
\in larger quantities at the end of 
the year than at thé beginning, 
with the single exception of bacon 
and ham, which showed a decrease 
of eight per cent. The increase in 
other food-stuffs ranged all the 
way from six per cent. in the case 
of beef to seventy per cent. in the 
case of cheese. There is abso- 
lutely nothing in these figures by 
way of evidence that the food 
‘saved by the Canadian people, in 
obedience to the instructions of 
the food controller, has gone for- 
ward in any notable quantity to 
accomplish the purpose for which 
that conservation was supposed to 
be demanded—the feeding of the 
Allied people and armies, It 
| scarcely seems likely that the per- | 
| centage of food saved was any 
| greater than the percentage of in- | 
creases of food supplies in the | 
cold storage warehouses—namely, 
something between six and seventy 
per. cent, The report concludes: 
\‘‘The increase of quantities of 
“food held in storage in Canada 
‘*does not necessarily mean that | 
“there is a greater quantity of 
| ‘‘food in Canada, but that it is 
‘‘heing concentrated more in the 
‘‘hands of the cold storage com- 
|‘‘panies.’’ That, unfortunately, is | 
j true. Neither does the report of- 
| fer any encouragement to the self- 
}denying people of Canada—who 
have been doing without beef, 
bacon, wheat, eggs, butter and 
other of the enumerated articles—

SUFFERS FROM 
RUTHLESSNESS 


Amazing Record of Ships Sunk 
and Lives Destroyed by 
U-Boat Pirates 


| 

CHRISTIANA, Norway, Jan, 31.—| 
The Storthing recently passed a bill} 
instructing the government to publish 
a White Book with reports of Norwe- 
gian ships lost through German war- 
fare and quoting the testimony given 
before naval courts, 

The book has just appeared in two 
volumes and gives information up to 
duly 1, 1917, recording that a total of 
586 vessels of 855,657 tons, together 
with 626 sailors, have been lost. 

These numbers have been increased 
by losses during July, August and Sep- 
tember, making the total 660 vessels 
of 1,020,000 tons with 713 sailors 
known to have perished, while the 
fate of seventeen more is uncertain. 

Norway's mercantile marine on Oc- 
tober 1, 1917, consisted of 38265 ves- 
sels of 2,126,209 tons, 

U-Boat Atrocitics 

The records contained in 8000 pages 
of the two volumes of the White 
ook show plainly to what atrocities 
the Norwegian sailors have been sub- 
jected by German U-boat command- 
ers, From September, 1916, five 
months before the unlimited U-boat 
warfare was officially declared by 
Germany, this was being practiced 
agwinst Norwegian vessels. Although 
the great majority of the lost vessels 

In one column is a record of boats 
are proved to have been sunk by 
U-boats, seventy-five vessels of the 
120,000 tons are known to have been 
destroyed by explosions wherein 3806 
allors lost their lives.

When Jem Belcher Tried to Come Back 

Webruary is a notable month in prize ring annals, but few more 
interesting battles have been fought during the month than the one 
pulled off just 109 years ago today on the famous race course at 
Epsom Downs, England. Jem Belcher, the ex-champion who had 
retired six years previously because of having been struck in the eye 
by a ball while playing racquets, attempted to come back and wrest 
the title fram Tom Cribb. Although his sight was badly impaired 
and his physical conditoin was far from perfect, Belcher showered 
the clumsy Cribb with a rain of blows which almost won him the 
fight. Cribb was game and had plenty of endurance, however, and 
when the would-be come-backer had worn himself out, proceeded 
to polish him off to the queen’s taste. He aimed his blows at Jem’'s 
good eye and at iast the old timer was forced to quit. This mill was, 
of course, with bare fists, gloves being unknown in the “good old 
times.” Belcher had been a bytcher in Bristol before taking up 
pugilism At the age of seventeen he defeated Britton, one of the 
“old ‘uns,’ and when only nineteen he earned the right to the 
title by knocking out Joe Berks in the fourteenth round of a gruel- 
ling encounter. It is recorded that Berks, against whom Belcher 
had held a grudge, had to be taken off the field in a coach while 
the youngster was scarcely bruised. Cribb, the victor of the famous 
bout of Feb 1, 1809, had fought his first battle in 1805, defeating 
George Maddox after more than two hours of terrible battling. 
Cribb later fought the big American negro, Tom Molineaux, knock~- 
ing him out with a blow that broke the colored man's jaw. He was 
never defeated, and voluntarily relinquished the tithe when ho de- 
cided to retire,

Jim Barry's First Professional Pight 

It was on Feb 1, 1892, as old time fight fans will remember, that 
Jimmy Barry defeated Billy Wellington in six rounds at Chicago. 
This took place just twenty-six years ago today, and the occasion 
was memorable as the first professional ring battle of Jimmy Barry, 
the Chicago Irishman, who later became bantamwelght champion 
of the world. Jimmy had had some experience as an amateur be- 
fore he started his professional career, at the age of twenty-one, In 
1894 Barry defeated Jimmy Gorman at New Orleans and Caspar 
Leon at Lamont, IIL, and was recognized as bantam chief, George 
Dixon having outgrown that division, Barry defended his title 
against all comers until 1898, when he retired undefeated, although 
Caspar Leon had fought him to a draw four times, and Harry Lewis, 
Young Corbett, George Siddons, Sammy Kelly and others also got 
draw decisions with Barry. Jimmy, Jack McAuliffe and Mike Dono- 
van were the only modern boxers to quit the ring and relinquish 
their titles without being defeated.

Many Famous Bouts Have Been Won with One Panch 

Many famous pugilistic bouts have been won with a single 
punch, but the quickest knockout ever scored in a contest between 
top-notchers was that of Matty Matthews over Kid McPartland in 
Brooklyn sixteen years ago tonight, tjoth men were championship 
contenders, and Mathews soon afterward attained welterweight 
honors by defeating Mysterious Billy Smith and Rube Ferns, 

Both Matty and the Kid were at their best in 1900, They had 
fought a draw in the previous year, and both were anxious for a re- 
turn engagement. The fight was staged in a street car barn, and it 
was filled wtih rabid fans, When the bell sounded both men sprang 
toward each other. MePartland feinted twice with his left. and had 
just started a jab when-—bing!—a right with every ounce of strength 
in Matty’s body behind it, landed on the Kid's jaw. It was all over, 
for MePartland was unconscious for some time after the count, 
They fought again the following month, but MePartland was wary, 
and he stuck seventeen rounds before Matty was declared the victor, 

The shortest fight on record is usually given as that between 
Dal Hawkins and Martin Flaherty at Carson City in 1897, when 
the Californian landed a knockout after four seconds of fighting. 
About the shortest championship battle was that between Terry Mc- 
Govern and Pedlar Palmer, at Tuckahoe, N.Y, in 1899. This contest 
was for the bantamweight title, and the spectators had hardly had 
time to cheer the little gladiators on their way when Terry landed a 
puneh that put the Englishman to sleep. 

Another mighty funny title battle was that between Joe Gans 
and Frank Erne in 1902, at Fort Erie, Canada, The negro became 
lightweight. champion of the world with one punch, which stretched 
Erne out for the count, 

The battle at Langtry, Tex, between 
Maher, back in 1896, was another classic example of this kind 
There were two good punches landed, however on that occasion. 
Peter led off with a blow which Fitz dectared was one of the hard- 
est he had ever received, It didn’t stop Bob, and he almost immedi- 
ately retaliated with a punch which sent Peter down for the count, 
‘trom Sharkey gave Gus Ruhlin the surprise of his life at Coney 
Island in 1898, when the sailor's first punch found a vulnerable spot 
in Gus's anatomy, and sent him staggering down and out Another 
famous one-punch heavyweight bout was pulled off at Coima, Cal, in 
1907, when Tommy Burns fought Bill Squires the widely touted Aus- 
tralian lemon. One wallop knocked Squires cold. The fans at Col- 
ma saw another battle of this kind the following year, when Stanley 
Ketchel took just one biff at Mike (Twin) Sullivan, and rocked him 


to sleep.

Socialist Party Leaders Ask to Have Reichstag Summoned, at Once 
in View of the Alarming Events of Past Few Days—Strikers De- 
clare Bitter Opposition to Reprisals Against Leaders—Siege Law 


Proclaimed in Several Cities. 


London, Jan. 31—The German strike is growing in magni- 
tude, the Exchange Telegraph correspondent at Copenhagen 
reports, In Berlin 700,000 persons are on strike, he reports, 


78,000 of these being women. 


_A great number of Socialist leaders have been arrested in 
various German towns, according to this dispatch.

was passed declaring that the strikers would oppose to the utmost of 
their power any reprisals against their leaders or representatives. 


No Annexation, 


London, Jan, 81.—Strikes by half 
a million or more workers in Germany 
and the presentation of an ultimatum 
to the government demanding imme- 
diate negotiations for. a general peace 
on the basis of no annexations and 
no indemnities, better food and a 
number of liberal demands, indicate 
clearly that the movement is of such 
importance as to cause the govern- 
ment disquietude/ This ts proved by 
the suppression of newspapers and 
Field Marshal von Hindenburg 6 warn- 
ing that the strike must stop. 

The strike movement embraces 
government and private shipbuilding 
yards, the mining centres anu numer- 
ous important factories in the Berlin 
district, There is also news of the 
formation of a workmen's council on 
the mode! of the workmen's and sol- 
diers’ councils in Russia, Herr Wal- 
raff, the minister ef the interior, has 
been asked to sanction the meetings 
of the workmen's council but so far 
has given no reply and is consulting 
the minister of war. 

According to some reports the strike 
involves a number of munitions fac- 
tories and some submarine wharves, 
but up to this time the railway and 
transportation services have not been 
involved.
